Crouching below a crash-proof 


cover, the three men manning | 


each target boat weer ear-defend- 

ers, crash helmets and gas masks 

while dummy bombs rain down 
from a height of 1,500 feet or 
more, 

The fleet's bombers are stated to 
have acquired astounding accuracy 
at chasing these 40-feet target boats 
which travel at 30 milcs an hour, 
speed of the fastest cruiser, and 
manoeuvre with remarkable rapid- 
ity. 

The experiments have been pro- 
ceeding secretly for more than a 
year and apparently Shaw's work 
has been performed, 

Direct hits have proved the 
efficiency of the target-boat men's 
protection but ther ewere some 
awkward moments for them when 
the missiles hit unprotected parts 
of their craft and plunged 
through, the crews struggling in 
water to plug up the holes. 

Shaw was chosen for the difficult 
task of training the target-boat

A RECOV ERY PROGRAM 


The National Construction Council of Canada 
has formulated the most directly comprehensive, 
and the most promising, recovery scheme that 
has been put before the Government and people 
of Canada since the depression closed down 
upon us. 

The Council is a voluntary and non-official 
association of organizations interested in con- 
struction enterprise of many kinds througnout 
Canada. The plan it offers is based on a survey 
of facts and conditions, and supported by figures 
to buttress the contention that a reviva: of 
constructive undertaking offers the best chance 
to break the dead-lock and get industry and 
business moving again. 

Construction in Canada has dropped from 
$577,000,000 in 1929 to $66,000,000, the present 
annual rate. It is held that since the beginning 
of 1930 some $225,000,000 worth of engineering 
works of various kinds have been postponed, 
besides $175,000,000 worth of building work. 

Proof is offered that in 1929 some 300,000 
men found direct employment in constructive 
undertakings, with at least half as many more 
indirectly employed, in the preparation of 
materials, the making of supplies and tools, etc. 
The opinion is offered that 500,000 men could 
be set at work in overtaking this large arrear- 
age of postponed construction if it were possible 
to obtain the funds at reasonable rates of 
interest 

That is the point at which the assistance of 
the Dominion is asked. Unless the public credit 
is put behind the provinces and municipalities, 
and used to make credits available at low inter- 
est rates for private construction, this great 
branch of national industry must remain 
paralyzed. The industry simply cannot “get 
going under its own power.” 

This proposal has been put before the 
Dominion Government, and what will come of it 
hangs on the decision. If Ottawa has been 
waiting for a recovery program, here at least 
is a definite and considered suggestion of one 
in which the national resources can be 
employed, with far-reaching results in the ex-

With thousands of teacup readers, palmists, 
numerologists and astrologists making a living 
in these days of harassment and uncertainty by 
peering into the future by the aid of tealeaves, 
the creases of the hand, the letters of one’s name 
and the planetary system, I'm rather surprised 
with common knowledge of the Biblical story 
of Joseph and Pharaoh in the wheat crisis of 
1715 B.C., that some of the would-be seers-for- 
profit haven't turned to the interpretation of 
dreams.

I had an awful jumble of a dream last night 
that interests me because I not only dreamed, 
but dreamed I dreamed, and in the dream dis- 
cussed the other dream. What an opportunity 
for a modern Joseph! My mundane explanation 
is that it was a combination of coffee and cake 
and three figs I ate before retiring, plus a copy 
of Harper's as a bed-book, and the disturbance 
of the wind that came roaring down the valley, 
making a whistling noise through the slot in the

I dreamed I was in the Far North with two 
companions, one a man engaged in diverting tHe 
course of a river to seek gold and platinum in 
the river bed.

He tells me 
that every small grocer is in the same plight 
Yesterday | got a demand for $228 on guaran- 
tees I had given months ago to help a very 
bright and capable young fellow start a Little 
business and keep from going on relief. I sup- 
pose nearly every poor man who isn’t on relief 
himself is helping somecne else-—some friend or 
member of his family--to tide over the period 
uptl trade and monetary barriers are removed 
and people are put to work again for wages 
Bates had a “sweep” ticket on him for a 
Christmas ham that he wished a friend to have 
if the ticket won. That reminds me that in the 
last French national lottery a million franc prize

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: A. L. C. writes: “My neck is 
very thin. Would Olive Oil or Cocoa Butter 
rubbed into it every night tend to nourish it? 
Could you suggest something better?” 

ANSWER: The actual rubbing will help to 
increase the circulation, but oils are not suffi- 
ciently absorbed through the skin to have any 
effect in increasing fat in the tissues. The best 
way to develop your neck is to take suitable 


exercises for those muscles in the neck. There 
is certainly no advantage in making the neck 
fat. 


QURSTION; Mrs. D. M. A. writes: “My son 
aged eight grinds his teeth at night when asleep.

His lips 
are feverish and crack almost all of the time 
Is all this a sign of some nervous disorder? He 
is slightly underweight, though never ill.” 

ANSWER: You can be sure that your son is 
suffering from some irritation of the alimentary 
canal. A good diagnosis will determine the cause. 
You should have him examined at once even 
though he does not seem to be acutely ill. 

QUESTION: Mr. C. H. U. writes: “In reading 
a book on diet, I noticed that the residue of 
oranges, grapefruits, and lemons are an alkaline 
ash, while such things as meats, eggs, etc., are 
an acid ash. I would like to know if it is all 
right to take orange or lemon juice with my 
meals, or if it should be taken an hour before 
the meals. It seems to me that I get along better 
when I take the orange juice some time before 
the meal.’ 

ANSWER: While it is true that oranges and 
other citrus fruits produce alkaline ash in the 
body after they are absorbed, they are acid un- 
til digested. The organic citric acid is burned in 
the system very much like sugar and releases 
potassium, sodium, or other alkalnie-forming 
elements. I have found through many experi- 
ments that it is better to take orange juice about 
a half hour before the meal, to allow most of 
the juice to empty out before food is taken, 
especially when starch is taken with the meal

TEACHER 

Editor, Bulletin: What is the 
destiny of the unemployed 
teachers who have graduated 
last year, two years ago, or 
who are due to graduate this 
year? 

I and other unfortunatee in 
this position are beginning to 
wonder how the general pub- 
lic considers this state of af- 
fairs, or if they stop to con- 
sider it at all. It js evident 
that the position of unempioy- 
ed teachers is most unique in 
that it differs from any other 
unemployed class of people. 
Some people may not know 
that unless a teacher secures 
a position within cighteen 
months after his graduation 
from Normal School, his certi- 
ficate is removed, notwith- 
standing how brilliant a teach- 
er he might be 

As a result we have formed 
a local U.T.U. (Unemployed 
Teachers’ Union), and at our 
last meeting we passed the 
following resolutions: 

(1) That the unemployed 
teachers who graduated from 
Normal Schools last year or 
the preceding year, be given

The Conservative Government at Ottawa, getting squarely on 
the defensive, at last, has announced that the tarfif increases 
were imposed to save the nation from bankruptcy. This is a 


direct contradiction of the pre-election promises that increased 
teriffs would enable us to force our commerce into the markets 
of the world and increase the earning power of our people 


There is great difficulty in considering a nation solvent when 
it has an army of unemployed and resorts to a two cents a pound 
tax on sugar to offset so far as may be the costs of relief While 
party ties are admittedly strong, the stage must be just about 
reached when Conservative Members of Parliament will decide 
that the wrecking of homes and the crippling of religious work is 
too high a price to pay for special privilege. 


Whether we like it or not, that is the only question before the 
meeting. One answer is to find out without delay from nation 
after nation the terms upon which internataional commerce can 
be resumed; and to open up trade with each nation to the full 
reciprocal extent of any reasonable answer. The other is to 
proceed with the canonization of the Almighty Dollar in the 
hands of special privilege until at the full expiration of our 
present period of distress, the voters get a chance to stage a 
political revolution. The danger is socialism or communism, 


An enraged ef&ctorate, voting at the expiration of hope 
deferred and patience exhausted, is liable to choose the delusive 
theories of socialism or communism because of a natural desire 
to most positively escape from the tentacles of special privilege. 


That is why every factor of national safety requires a general 
election without delay. There is such actual life and death risk 
in delay that people of ail shades of political thought should unite 
in fulfilling the present imperative necessity and force a general 
election now. A few months delay will probably involve Canada 
in many years of political confusion and thereafter in a most 
painful national reconstruction. The time to ask the voters to 
bring back responsible government is now: tomorrow they will 
turn to the autocratic processes of socialism as a result of acute 
disillusionment regarding political promises.

EDMONTON TRIES 
INDUSTRY PLAN 
FOR UNEMPLOYED 


What proved to be one of the fin- 
est schemes to remedy local unem- 
ployment was carried on in St. 
Paul, Minnesota, after the war 
when the late Mrs. A. W. Gunder- 
son, with the co-operation of a 
women’s club, instituted an organ- 
ization which has now become the 
Goodwill Industries. When a simi- 
is to the present economic 
depression put industry at a stand- 
still after the war and caused wide 
unemployment, Mrs. Gunderson, 
seeing the need about her, had the 
vision and initiative to realize that 
the morale of the poor would be 
kept up far more by providing 
things for them to do, in a small 
way, than by keeping them on char- 
ity 

She interested one of the promi- 
nent women’s organizations in St 
Paul in a scheme to provide a place 
when men or women, unemployed, 
might work on ordinary articles 
needing mending or renovating. For 
their work they were to receive a 
smajl wage. If wool to knit up 
were brought to the women, or 
dressmaking to do over, or if the 
men were given pieces of furniture 
to mend, the articles could be sold 
most reasonably and the workers 
gained the profit. 

GREAT SUCCESS 

The industries became such a 
success that they were subsidized 
by the community, and in Minnea- 
polis a similar organization, named, 
too, the Goodwill Industries, was 
established. 

There are volunteer supervisors 
in charge at all times. The indus- 
' tries have become so popular and 

the work done in them is recog- 
nized as the best of its kind. It is a 
favorite shopping place. Antiques, 
it is said, have been picked up 
there by the collectors, who are de- 
lighted to purchase them at a rea- 
sonable price. 

Rooms have been fixed up for 
seamstresses, cobblers, or cabinet- 
makers, and the craftsman knows 
that there he can find an opening’ 
for work to do 

In the Unemployed School in Ed- 
monton, sponsored by the Univer- 
sity of Alberta, a similar project 

is carried on. At present there are 
200 men registered in the old Hud- 
son’s Bay Company warehouse, re- 
ceiving primary, intermediate and 
high school work, and also engaged 
in the study of science and electri- 
city, or in carpentry and ,cabinet- 
making. 

Commencing early in the New 
Year, women will have the same 
opportunity, for space is being 
made for them now in the same 
building. Miss Dimple Duggan 

will supervise their instruction, and 
registration is arranged for them 
at the Y. W.C. A. under Mrs, E. P. 
Wellwood
